June Minor Revision:  

A couple of addi0onal changes from the last distribu0on. A ques0on was raised regarding whether the 

proposed removal of Enfield 13592 from the STIP was appropriate for the minor. It is not and this change 

will be removed from the minor revision. Two addi0ons will be made to the revision:  Nashua 44141 is 

being revised to include HSIP programma0c funds and less local match; Franconia 40514 will be moving 

PE to 2023. Last docket sent out incorrectly included two Bristol projects being removed from the STIP 

but that is incorrect. A revised docket will be sent out a+er this mee0ng as well as new es0mates and 

programma0c report. 

2023-2026 STIP Amendments Update 

Amendment 1 has been sent to federal partners for review and approval. FHWA indicates that approval 

for Amendment 1 could be as soon as next week. Verified that Amendment did not require any 

conformity updates and that because no transit projects were involved can be approved by FHWA alone. 

An0cipate that a dra+ of Amendment 2 will be ready for the July 13th Interagency mee0ng. Expect details 

in the next couple of weeks and scope will be rural areas only so no MPO ac0on will be required.  

NHDOT also noted that staff is working to develop an online version of the Programma0c report that 

would be updated on a daily basis vs. the sta0c version released each month as part of IAC.  Staff noted 

that they’d send an update to the group when that op0on was available.

New requirement for Freight Electric Vehicle corridors this round. Bike and pedestrian and 

project development guidance has been updated and released. CFI discre0onary grant deadline 

extended to June 13. PROTECT grant deadline on August 18. New SS4A grant round in progress. 

New TMA designa0ons have been released. New Equity Ac0on Plan in the works and a request 

for informa0on has been released to help USDOT be$er understand the issues and needs. Leigh 

will follow up with an email with a link to the RFI.
